EPSB to vote on 
Greater Lawton 
school closures 


Consolidating students. 
New schools could bring 
kids new opportunities

Three schools in northeast Ed¬ 
monton are facing closure as 
the public school board looks 
to build a new school and con¬ 
solidate students in the Greater 
Lawton area of the Beverly 
Heights neighbourhood. 

On Tuesday, EPSB manag¬ 
ing director Lome Parker an¬ 
nounced the district plans to 
recommend closing Rundle 
School, R.J. Scott School and 
Lawton Junior High School at 
the next board meeting, follow¬ 
ing months of consultation. 

“We heard a veiy strong 
voice from the community sup¬ 


porting the construction of a re 
placement school,” Parker said. 

In Januaiy, the province 
announced $20 million in 
new funding for a replace¬ 
ment school to be built in 
one of Edmonton’s mature 
neighbourhoods. 

Three clusters of two ele- 
mentaiy schools and one junior 
high school were identified in 
the Westmount, Highlands and 
Greater Lawton area. The dis¬ 
trict hosted a series of meetings 
in each neighbourhood, receiv¬ 
ing mixed reaction from each. 

Parker noted there was 
not much support for the new 
school in the Greater West- 
mount community, while High¬ 
land parents advocated for a 
modernization rather than a 
replacement school. 

While the two communities 
showed apprehension to the 
consolidation, the Greater Law- 
ton area has expressed a lot of 


interest in the new school. 

“These decisions are never 
easy,” said Parker. “When 
you’re looking at the potential 
closure of schools, you have to 
be empathetic to the commun¬ 
ity desires.” 

The new school will be mod¬ 
elled after Major-General Gries- 
bach, which was built in 2012 
and will include 23 classrooms, 
a Career and Technology Servi¬ 
ces Lab and extra-large gym. 

EPSB trustees will vote on 
June 24 to consider closure of 
the schools. If approved, the dis¬ 
trict plans to keep the schools 
open until the new building is 
completed. 

Beverly parent Kelly Verheg- 
ge said she was thrilled about 
the recommendations. 

“I think it is a wonderful op¬ 
portunity for middle- and lower- 
income kids to have the same 
opportunities that other places 
are getting in the city,” she said.

City ponders 
adding new 
taxi plates 

Rejecting a call for swifter 
action, city councillors have 
opted to study putting more 
taxi plates into circulation. 

The study, which is 
expected back early next 
year, will look at the entire 
system, including new plates. 
Balraj Manhas, president of 
the United Cabbies Associa¬ 
tion, said the city should just 
issue new plates and skip the 
study. 

“This issue didn’t come up 
yesterday it’s been there for 
a long time,” he said. 

Manhas encouraged 
council to issue hundreds of 
new plates. He said drivers 
are paying plate owners 
unreasonably high rents, 
because, with no new plates 
available, drivers have little 
choice but to pay $700 or 
$800 a month in rent. 

“They are working so 
many long hours, just to 
make the rent,” he said. 

In addition to looking at 
the number of plates, the 
city’s study will also look at 
working conditions. 

Mayor Don Iveson said 
ordinarily the city wouldn’t 
interfere with how an indus¬ 
try is managed, but in the 
case of taxi’s they have a big 
say in the market. 

“We don’t set the number 
of fast-food restaurants out 
there and we don’t set their 
prices,” he said. 

He said they need the 
study to ensure they’re mak¬ 
ing the right decision. 

“We’ve got to make good 
evidence-based decisions and 
the study is going to give us 
some evidence,” Iveson said.

Councillors want parking 
problems out of the way 


Proposed changes. 

Council looking at 
lowering requirements 
for parking 


Parking laws might be less of 
a roadblock to new business¬ 
es, under changes city council 
is considering. 

Councillors passed a mo¬ 
tion Tuesday, asking for 
alterations to Edmonton’s 
parking bylaw that would 
ease requirements for park¬ 
ing, for small restaurants in 
commercial areas like Whyte 


Avenue, 124 Street and Stony 
Plain Road. 

Mayor Don Iveson said 
easing back on parking could 
create better, more vibrant 
neighbourhoods. 

“The city certainly does 
benefit from having a more 
active street life, more busi¬ 
nesses and more activity 
at all hours of the day,” he 
said. 

Jeff McLaren, with the 124 
Street business association, 
said parking restrictions have 
been a hindrance to business¬ 
es wanting to move into the 
area; they always have to go 
through a city process to re¬ 
quest a variance. 

“It makes it a little precar¬ 
ious for business when that 
variance has to get passed 


through the city,” he said. 

McLaren said association 
members are aware that re¬ 
laxing parking restrictions 
can lead to problems in 
neighbourhoods nearby, but 
think there are better ways to 
handle that than preventing 
businesses from opening up. 

“Our position is that can 
be alleviated with enforce¬ 
ment and the city promoting 
alternative forms of transpor¬ 
tation,” he said. 

Iveson said the city has to 
work with neighbourhoods 
on parking problems, but 
they can’t protect the on¬ 
street parking at all costs. 

“If on-street parking dis¬ 
ruption was a reason to stop 
doing things in the City of 
Edmonton, we would stop

doing eveiything tomorrow,” 
he said. 

Coun. Ben Henderson 
raised the idea of allowing for 
the city to take cash for new 
developments that have in¬ 
adequate parking and poten¬ 
tially putting that money into 
city-owned lots. 

“I think for a lot of these 
small businesses that would 
be a veiy attractive solution 
for them.”

Ric Mclver’s political aspira¬ 
tions could be in jeopardy, 
warn analysts, as tensions per¬ 
sist over his participation in a 
weekend Calgaiy march organ¬ 
ized by an anti-gay preacher. 

“He’s kind of trapped,” 
said Mount Royal University’s 
David Taras. “If he continues 
to discuss it and it gets worse, 
he sinks deeper.... If he says 
nothing, of course, it’s just 
deafening.” 

On Sunday, Mclver posted a 
photo to Twitter commenting 
on the flags at the March for 
Jesus. He’s taken part in the 


event the past four years. 

But the march’s organ¬ 
izer, notorious Calgaiy Street 
Church preacher Artur Paw- 
lowski, has blamed 2013’s 
flooding partially on the “per¬ 
versions of homosexuality.” 

Lori Williams, a fellow 
Mount Royal political scien¬ 
tist, said Mclver likely entered 
the Tory race with “longer- 
term ambitions” — noting he 
would be a long shot to win 
— but said his ties to Street 
Church could cause perma¬ 
nent damage.

“It really depends on dealing 
with culture and dealing with 
how to get people from A to B,” 
he said.

How would the creator of 
Odysseo by Cavalia describe 
a suspended merry-go-round, 


a flooded stage and acrobatics 
with horses? 

“The show is like dream¬ 
ing for two hours,” said Nor¬ 
mand Latourelle, artistic dir¬ 
ector. 

Inspired by Walt Disney 
and his fictional worlds as 
a kid, Latourelle wanted to 
take Odysseo to the next 
level, incorporating ele¬ 
ments that have never been 
done before — like shipping 
in some 10,000 tonnes of 
rock, earth and sand for a 
travelling show. 


The performance, to be 
mounted at a site at Yellow- 
head Trail and Fort Road, is 
billed as the first “6-D” show 
in the world. 

The entertaining act also 
uses horses brought in from 
around the world, including 
parts of Alberta, that work 
alongside acrobats and other 
performers. 

Odysseo is much different 
than Cavalia, said Latourelle, 
with bigger and better ele¬ 
ments added to the on-stage 
performance. 


“It’s the most entertain¬ 
ing show in the world. It’s 
the most feel-good show in 
the world and it’s a mar¬ 
vel in terms of the set,” La¬ 
tourelle said.

$7B proposal Despite 
conditional go-ahead 
from Ottawa, opponents 
vow project will never 
see the light of day 


The federal government is 
giving a conditional green 
light to Enbridge’s controver¬ 
sial $ 7-billion Northern Gate¬ 
way pipeline project between 
the Alberta oilsands and the 
B.C. coast. 

A joint federal review 
panel recommended ap¬ 
proval of the 1,177-lcilometre 
pipeline in December, with 
209 conditions; the Conserva¬ 
tive government has made it 
clear that finding new mar¬ 
kets for Canadian oil is an 
economic priority. 

Within minutes of the an¬ 
nouncement, opponents of 
the project vowed that the 
pipeline will never see the 
light of day despite the nod 
from Ottawa. 

“First Nations will immedi¬ 
ately go to court to vigorously 


pursue all lawful means to 
stop the Enbridge project,” 
said a statement issued by a 
coalition of B.C. aboriginal 
groups. 

The statement was signed 
by 28 individual bands and 
the three main aboriginal or¬ 
ganizations in the province: 
the B.C. Assembly of First Na¬ 
tions, the First Nations Sum¬ 
mit and the Union of B.C. In¬ 
dian Chiefs. 

“This project, and the 
federal process to approve 
it, violated our rights and 
our laws. We are uniting to 
defend our lands and waters 
of our respective territories,” 
they said. 

They said the majority 
of British Columbians op¬ 
pose the project, which they 
said poses an “unacceptable 
risk” to the environment and 
health of all people in the 
province. 

“We will defend our terri¬ 
tories whatever the costs may 
be,” the statement said. 

The decision already faces 
legal challenges. Several First 
Nations and environmental 
groups have filed applications 


with the Federal Court for 
judicial review of the report 
recommending approval. 

The Gitxaala and Coastal 
First Nations have already 
said they are preparing 


broader lawsuits against the 
federal government and/or 
the company, over aboriginal 
rights. 

The Sierra Club B.C. called 
the decision a “slap in the 


face” for British Columbians. 

“But ultimately, it changes 
nothing: The Enbridge pipe¬ 
line will not get built,” said 
spokeswoman Caitlyn Ver¬ 
non.

Dual twisters slam 
town in Nebraska 


One five-year-old 
killed. Rare twin 
tornadoes send 
another 19 to hospital. 


A storm packing rare dual 
tornadoes tore through a 
tiny farming town in north¬ 
east Nebraska, killing a 
five-year-old child, leaving 
grain bins crumpled like 
discarded soda cans and flat¬ 
tening dozens of homes. 

Stanton County Sheriff 
Mike Unger estimated that 
50 to 75 per cent of Pilger, 
Neb., was heavily damaged 
or destroyed in the storm. 
The local school is likely be¬ 
yond repair, he said. 

“It’s total devastation,” 
Unger said. 

The storm was part of a 
larger system that started 
to track across the U..S. mid¬ 
section Monday afternoon. 
More stormy weather was 
forecast Tuesday in an area 
stretching from eastern 
Montana to New York. The 
Storm Prediction Center in 
Norman, Oklahoma, said 
powerful winds, large hail 
and a few tornadoes are pos¬ 


sibly, particularly in Iowa, 
Wisconsin and northern Il¬ 
linois. 

The Stanton County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office said a five-year- 
old child was killed but did 
not identify the child further 
or provide details of the cir¬ 
cumstances of the death. At 
least 19 people were taken to 
hospitals for treatment. 

The National Weather 
Service said the two twist¬ 
ers touched down within 
roughly 1-1/2 kilometre of 
each other. Crews planned 
to examine the area Tuesday 
to determine the intensity 
of the unusual twin twist¬ 
ers, said Barbara Mayes, a 
meteorologist with the Na¬ 
tional Weather Service in 
Valley. 

“It’s less common for two 
tornadoes to track together 
for so long, especially with 
that same intensity,” she 
said. “By no means is it un¬ 
precedented. But we don’t 
see it often.” 

Nebraska Gov. Dave 
Heineman declared a state 
of emergency, and the Na¬ 
tional Guard was preparing 
to assist local emergency re¬ 
sponders and help with the

Lightning strike at a golf 
course hospitalizes four

Hidden painting of a 
man found by infrared 
imagery beneath the 
surface of one of artist's 
first masterpieces 


For Spanish artist Pablo Picas¬ 
so, 1901 was a pivotal time to 
experiment and find his own 
unique style. At just 19 years 
of age, he was living in Paris, 
painting furiously and dirt 
poor, so it wasn’t unusual for 
him to take one canvas and 
reuse it to paint a fresh idea. 

Now scientists and art ex¬ 
perts are revealing they’ve 
found a hidden painting be¬ 
neath the surface of one of 
Pablo Picasso’s first master¬ 
pieces, The Blue Room. Using 
advances in infrared imageiy, 
they have uncovered a hidden 
portrait of a bow-tied man 
with his face resting on his 
hand. 

Now the question that con¬ 
servators at The Phillips Col¬ 
lection in Washington hope to 
answer is simply: Who is he? 

It’s a mystery that’s fuel¬ 
ing new research about the 
1901 painting created early in 
Picasso’s career while he was 
working in Paris at the start of 
his distinctive blue period of 
melancholy subjects. 

Curators and conservators 
revealed the discovery of the 
portrait for the first time to 


media last week. 

Experts long suspected 
there might be something 
under the surface of The Blue 
Room, which has been part of 
The Phillips Collection since 


1927. Brushstrokes on the 
piece clearly don’t match the 
composition that depicts a 
woman bathing in Picasso’s 
studio. 

A conservator noted the 


odd brushstrokes in a 1954 
letter, but it wasn’t until the 
1990s that an X-ray of the 
painting first revealed a fuzzy 
image of something under 
the picture. It wasn’t clear, 
though, that it was a portrait. 

In 2008, improved infra¬ 
red imagery revealed for the 
first time a man’s bearded 
face resting on his hand with 
three rings on his fingers. He’s 
dressed in a jacket and paint¬ 
ed in a vertical composition.

A Ukrainian man who author¬ 
ities said could be the most 
significant distributor of 
child pornography ever pros¬ 
ecuted in the U.S. was sen¬ 
tenced Tuesday to 30 years in 
prison, for running a network 
of websites that catered to 
pedophiles around the world. 

The sentence was part of 
a plea deal reached by Malc- 
sym Shynlcarenlco in early 
Januaiy, about five years after 
his arrest in Thailand and 18 
months after his extradition 
to the U.S. He will likely be 
deported when he is released 
from prison. 


The indictment unsealed 
in 2012 claimed Shynlcarenlco 
traded in tens of thousands 
of hardcore pornographic im¬ 
ages and videos that depicted 
children ranging from infants 
and toddlers to teenagers be¬ 
ing graphically sexually as¬ 
saulted or abused, in most 
cases by adults. 

The U.S. attorney said 
Tuesday the investiga¬ 
tion into a website that 
Shynlcarenlco operated has 
led to the criminal convic¬ 
tions of more than 600 U.S. 
residents in 47 states.

A Libyan militant suspected in 
the deadly Sept. 11, 2012, at¬ 
tack on Americans in Benghazi 
has been captured and will be 
tried in the U.S., the first ap¬ 
prehension of an alleged perpe¬ 
trator in the assault that killed 
Ambassador Chris Stevens and 
three others. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama said Ahmed Abu Khat- 
tala, a senior leader of the 
Benghazi branch of the terror 
group Ansar al-Sharia in Libya, 
will “now face the full weight of 
the American justice system.” 


“The fact that he is now in 
U.S. custody is a testament to 
the painstaking efforts of our 
militaiy, law enforcement, and 
intelligence personnel,” said 
Obama, whose administration 
has come under intense criti¬ 


cism from Republicans for be¬ 
ing unable to apprehend those 
responsible for the attack. 

Abu Khattala, who will be 
tried in U.S. court, was captured 
by American forces on Sunday 
and is being held in an undis¬ 
closed location outside of Libya, 
according to Pentagon press 
secretaiy Navy Rear Adm. John 
Kirby. 

Stevens was the first U.S. 
ambassador to be killed in the 
line of duty in more than 30 
years. Last year, the U.S. filed 
charges against Abu Khattala 
and a number of others in a 
complaint. The complaint, un¬ 
sealed Tuesday, charges Khat¬ 
tala with providing, attempting 
and conspiring to provide ma¬ 
terial support to terrorists.

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Sodium reduction plan: 
Take with a grain of salt 



Worth its salt? Some in 
the U.S. are questioning 
the effectiveness of 
the FDA’s forthcoming 
voluntary guidelines to 
reducing salt in food 


Food companies and restau¬ 
rants in America could soon 
face government pressure to 
make their foods less salty — a 
long-awaited federal effort in 
the U.S. to tiy to prevent thou¬ 
sands of deaths each year from 
heart disease and stroke. 

The Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration is preparing vol- 
untaiy guidelines asking the 
food industiy to lower sodium 
levels, FDA commissioner Mar¬ 
garet Hamburg told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. Hamburg said in 
a recent interview that the so¬ 
dium is “of huge interest and 
concern” to the agency. 

“We believe we can make 


a big impact working with the 
industry to bring sodium lev¬ 
els down, because the current 
level of consumption really is 
higher than it should be for 
health,” Hamburg said. 

It’s still unclear when the 
FDA will release the guide¬ 
lines, despite its 2013 goal to 
have them completed this 
year. 


Hamburg said she hoped 
the agency would be able to 
publicly discuss the issue “rela¬ 
tively soon.” On Tuesday, FDA 
spokeswoman Erica Jefferson 
said there is no set timeline 
for their release. 

Health groups would pre¬ 
fer mandatoiy standards, but 
say voluntaiy guidelines are a 
good first step. 


Still, Michael Jacobson of 
the Center for Science in the 
Public Interest says he is con¬ 
cerned companies may hesi¬ 
tate, worried that their com¬ 
petitors won’t lower sodium 
in their products. 

If that happens, “then FDA 
should start a process of man¬ 
datoiy limits,” Jacobson says.

Privacy. Britons being 
tracked by national spy 
agency on social media 


The U.K.’s electronic spy 
agency is legally allowed to 
track the online activities of 
millions of Britons who use 
U.S.-based platforms such 
as Faceboolc, Twitter and 
Google, Britain’s top counter¬ 
terrorism official has said. 

In a witness statement 
made public Tuesday, Office 
for Security and Counter¬ 
terrorism chief Charles Farr 
said data sent on those ser¬ 


vices is classed as “external” 
rather than “internal” com¬ 
munications because the 
companies’ servers are based 
outside Britain. 

Amnesty International 
said that amounted to “in¬ 
dustrial-scale intrusion,” but 
Farr said this did not amount 
to mass surveillance because 
the vast majority of messages 
intercepted in this way are 
not read, the associated press 


Security. Germany finds 
smartphones preloaded 
with espionage software 


A cheap brand of Chinese- 
made smartphones carried 
by major online retailers 
comes pre-installed with 
espionage software, a Ger¬ 
man security firm said Tues¬ 
day. 

G Data Software said it 
found malicious code hid¬ 
den deep in the software 
of the Star N9500 when it 
ordered the handset from 
a website late last month. 
The find is the latest in a 


series of incidents where 
smartphones have appeared 
preloaded with malicious 
software. 

G Data spokesman Thors- 
ten Urbanslci said his firm 
bought the phone after get¬ 
ting complaints about it 
from several customers. He 
said his team spent more 
than a week trying to trace 
the handset’s maker with¬ 
out success.

THE MYSTERY OF (NOT-SO) YOUNG ADULT LIT 


Guilty — that’s me — of reading Young Adult 
novels instead of the latest literary fiction by the 
latest literary lion or lioness. 

I devoured Harry Potter, The Golden Compass, 
even Hunger Games (although I admit it got a little 
tedious by Volume Three), while nibbling demure¬ 
ly at some prize-winning tome in which genera¬ 
tions of people where it snows a lot have been artis¬ 
tically victimizing each for... generations. 

Don’t get me wrong. As a card-carrying English 
graduate, I fervently support the production of lit¬ 
erature. I’m just having a tough time getting 
through it. And I’m not alone. 

The Harry Potter series has sold 450 million 
copies to date, never mind the movies. Most liter¬ 
ary novels are borrowed from libraries and re¬ 
turned, often unread. 

This last weekend, The Fault in Our Stars, a movie based on a 
book about two teenagers in love while both are dying of cancer, 
outgrossed everything else Hollywood threw at us, including

Edge of Tomorrow, the latest Tom Cruise mis¬ 
adventure in advanced ordnance ($66 mil¬ 
lion US versus $40.5 million). Kids, do you 
know where your parents are? 

In a Publisher’s Weekly study cited in a 
CBC story, 55 per cent of Young Adult books 
are bought by adults, 78 per cent for their 
own enjoyment. (Of course, the other 22 per 
cent could be lying. “I’m just buying this for 
my daughter!”) 

Is this predilection for Young Adult fiction 
evidence of a mass dumbing down or an epi¬ 
demic of ADD? Well, probably. But I think 
there’s more going on. Yes, Young Adult 
novels are easier to read. Yes, they usually end 
in a happy, or at least a satisfactory, ending. 

Is that so wrong? It may have something to do with “plot.” Say 
what you will about Harry Potter and his Hogwarts homies, the 
entire series is driven by an intertwining network of fiendishly 
entertaining plotlines that keep everyone on tenterhooks until 


the end of volume eight. Author J.K. Rowling tried her hand at lit¬ 
erary fiction with The Casual Vacancy, but Potter fans held their 
breath and tapped their feet until she came up with The 
Cuckoo’s Calling, a detective thriller she tried to write under a 
pseudonym. Of course, she was almost instantly uncloaked. 
“Cuckoo” displays all the page-turning virtues of the Potter ser¬ 
ies, but it’s allegedly written for grownups. 

Speaking of plot, A Song of Ice and Fire, the series of books 
upon which Game of Thrones, the most popular HBO cable ser¬ 
ies ever, is based, so far features five exquisitely plotted volumes. 
It also features more sex, incest, gore, betrayal and terror than a 
Quentin Tarantino grindhouse tribute, so it’s definitely not for 
kids, although with today’s kids, you never know. 

So you can put this shameful fascination with Young Adult 
and genre fiction down to a worldwide failure to launch—or 
maybe a driving plot is the missing ingredient in more-heralded 
fare. I wish we could ask Charles Dickens, the master of great lit¬ 
erature featuring great plots. 

But he died, alas, without finishing The Mystery of 
Edwin Drood.

What was the inspiration 
behind your project? 

The idea actually came from 
how beards are now trendy 
in fashion and mainstream 
culture.

Having a beard has gone 
mainstream.

But I doubt right now that this 
will catch on with non-Sikhs. 

Have British Sikh men always

The Sikh men we 
profiled are doctors, watch¬ 
makers, designers and archi¬ 
tects, and they all take great 
pride in wearing a turban and 
beard. But some of the older 
Sikh men we interviewed 
described how they had to 
cut their hair when they first 
came to England just to be ac¬ 
cepted so they could get a job. 
At the other end, lots of the 
younger men have embraced 
the tenets of Sikhism, grown 
their hair, and left behind 
their previous false pleasures 
like drinking, smoking or get¬ 
ting themselves into trouble.

Rock ’n’ roll and the movies 
have always had an uneasy re¬ 
lationship. For every film that 
hits all the right notes, like 
Quadrophenia or A Hard Day’s 
Night, there’s a host of tone- 
deaf films like Light of Day, 
featuring Michael J. Fox and 
Joan Jett as musical siblings, 
or Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely Hearts 
Club Band, a glam-roclc-and- 
disco re-imagining of the Bea¬ 
tles classic. 

Rock ’n’ roll biographies 
are equally hit-and-miss. In 
The Buddy Holly Stoiy, the 
toothy Gary Busey earned 
an Academy Award nomina¬ 
tion for his portrayal of the 
rock legend, but Roger Ebert 
sneered that Dennis Quaid 
played Jeny Lee Lewis in 
Great Balls of Fire “as a grin¬ 
ning simpleton with a crazy 
streak.” 

This weekend, Jersey Boys 
— directed by Clint Eastwood, 
and based on the Tony Award¬ 
winning musical — tells the 
stoiy of ’60s hitmalcers The 
Four Seasons. Songs like Big 
Girls Don’t Cry, Walk Like A 
Man and Can’t Take My Eyes 
Off You made them one of the 
biggest-selling rock acts of all 
time. 

Lesser known than the 
Four Seasons but louder, fast¬ 
er and dirtier were The Run¬ 
aways, the subject of a ram¬ 
bunctious 2010 movie.

how to dance. 

And there was Paul, who 
meets Noah. 

Since then, there’s been 
a burst of books featuring 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, trans¬ 
gender or questioning young 
people. 

Levithan, also publisher 
and editorial director at Scho¬ 
lastic, offered his insights into 
parenting and books with 
LGBTQ-related themes for 
young people in an interview 
with The Associated Press. 

How does a parent who isn’t 
involved in the LGBTQ 
community but who would 
like to foster an awareness 
and tolerance in children go 
about doing that through 
books, and at what age does 
that process begin? 

It’s never too early to foster 
kindness and equal treat¬ 


ment, for whatever group. So 
much of the pain that LGBT 
kids go through is because 
they feel distanced from all 
of the narratives they’ve been 
given. They’ve been told that 
eveiyone grows up a certain 
way, and now their own way 
is diverging from that. 

The best thing parents 
can do, whether their kids 
end up queer or straight, is 
to acknowledge all of the 
different options that are 
out there, and let their kids 
know that they support them 
no matter which options end 


up being theirs. Books are 
a wonderful signifier and a 
perfect conversation starter. 

With my novel Boy Meets 
Boy, I’ve seen it work both 
ways: I’ve had kids who’ve 
left their copies around for 
parents to find, as a way of 
“coming out” to them. 

And I’ve had parents 
who’ve left their copies 
around for kids to find, so 
the kids would know they 
were supported and loved. 

Your fellow writer John 
Green said a Hollywood 


producer once told him: 

“The only thing audiences 
hate more than smart teen¬ 
agers are gay teenagers.” 
Does that extend to books 
for kids and teens today? 
That producer would be 
laughed out of one of my edi¬ 
torial meetings, for certain. 
Readers embrace all kinds of 
characters, as long as they are 
written with emotional truth. 

Ten years ago, there may 
have been some hesitation 
on some people’s part. But 
it’s a different world now,

full of novels with well- 
developed gay characters 
— not just in gay-themed 
novels like Will Grayson, 

Will Grayson (co-written by 
Green and Levithan), but in 
works by bestselling authors 
like Cassandra Claire, Maggie 
Stiefvater and Ellen Hopkins, 
where the queer characters 
are part of the multifaceted 
worlds they are creating or 
reflecting. 

Are LGBTQ kids and teens 
fairly represented in books 
for those age groups? Are 
there enough stories where 
LGBTQ themes are taken on 
but also books that just 
happen to include such 
characters but are not about 
that experience? 

There is constantly a need for 
diversity within the represen¬ 
tations. It’s just as limiting to

say there’s only one kind of 
gay stoiy, just as it’s limiting 
to say there’s only one kind 
of straight one. As for how 
much being gay is central to 
the character’s identity or 
stoiy, as in life that totally de¬ 
pends on who the character 
is and what he or she is going 
through. 

The important thing is for 
the characters to feel real, 
and to be given the humanity 
they are due. That granting 
of humanity is what separ¬ 
ates a full portrait from a 
stereotype. 

I think it’s dangerous to 
talk about “Oh, that character 
just happens to be gay” as 
some kind of goal for us and 
our literature. The important 
thing is to show as much of 
the spectrum as possible, and 
to continue to investigate it.

I start my art crawl a short 
hop, skip and jump from my 
plush bed at the Fairmont Pitts¬ 
burgh. The property invites 
guests to take a walk back in 
time to explore over 26,000 arti¬ 
facts recovered from the 2007 
excavation of Three PNC Plaza. 
Objects on display in the hotel’s 
public spaces date from 1840 to 
1872, offering visitors a glimpse 
into what life would have been 
like here in the mid-1800s. Mar¬ 
vel over antique glass bottles, 
gilded decorative accessories 
from France, botanical prints 
and tiles and cute Kestner dolls.

After some personalized train¬ 
ing on how to effectively edge 
yourself down the rock face,

A whale of a time in 
Newfoundland 

A few years ago I went to New 
Zealand and snorkelled next 
to dolphins in the wild. It was 
incredible, but apparently I 
was thinking small. In Concep¬ 
tion Bay, Newfoundland you 
can swim next to humpback 


whales. For $199 per person,

Living on the edge 
in Toronto 

According to the Guinness 
Book of World Records, Toron¬ 
to’s EdgeWallc is the world’s

Brave souls are at¬ 
tached to an overhead safety 
rail via a trolley and harness 
system and then walk hands¬ 
free on a 1.5-metre wide ledge 
encircling the top of the CN

A resume is the key in¬ 
gredient to helping land your 
dream job. 


Success in the specific 


It's a common mistake to 
use the same objective 
for every application, or 
to use one that is too 
broad. 

Here are some things to 
avoid when you’re putting 
together a resume. 

Missing the specifics 

Don’t leave an employer 
guessing. Your resume is sup¬ 
posed to indicate that you’re 
a good fit for a position, so it 


must include any relevant in¬ 
formation. 

Briefly identify the overall 
function of your role before 
focusing on specific tasks 
and accomplishments that 
connect your skills to the job 
opportunity at hand. Avoid 
broad statements that don’t 
communicate specific infor¬ 
mation. 

Don’t rely on a job title 
to catch an employer’s eye. 
While previous experience in 
a similar role is an obvious 
asset, employee responsibil¬ 
ities can differ substantially 
between different workplaces. 

Leaving out experience 


If you’re looking for a first pro¬ 
fessional role or are switching 
industries, you’ll need to rely 
on a variety of work experi¬ 
ences to position yourself as a 
compelling new hire. 

Don’t assume that past 
work experience in a differ¬ 
ent field isn’t relevant to a 
position in your industry of 
choice.

Resumes are meant to 
showcase your experience 
and accomplishments, and 
although many applicants can 
talk for days about their back¬ 
ground and job experience, it 
is important to keep a resume 
short and to the point. 

Depending on the role 
you’re applying for, you may 
want to use a completely 
different format for your re¬ 
sume, removing or including 
sections based on the informa¬ 
tion you want to present. 

Mismatching an objective 

Not all resumes include an 
objective. Make sure that 
you’re only using one if it’s a 
good fit for the opportunity 
that you’re pursuing. 

It’s a common mistake to 
use the same objective for 


If you are applying for 
positions in marketing or 
graphic design, getting 
creative with your resume 
is a great way to show off 
your skills. 


• For a more traditional 
role or in a conservative 
industry, it’s best to stick 
to a crisp, professional 
layout. 


• You don’t need excep¬ 
tional design skills to 
compose a beautiful 
resume. A quick search 
online can get you 
started with some simple 
examples that will help 
you design your own 
from scratch. 


• A resume should be 
clean, eye-catching and 
easy to read. Do not 
over-complicate your ap¬ 
plication by getting too 
experimental with your 
design — but it's okay to 
have some fun with it. 


every application, or to use 
one that is too broad — for 
example: “I am seeking full¬ 
time employment.” 

An objective should be 
directly related to the job 
you are applying for, and 
should change with every 
single one of your job appli¬ 
cations. Note that including 
an objective is an often-de¬ 
bated topic. If you are hav¬ 
ing trouble writing one, it’s 
safer not to include one at 
all.

Review. 

A modern model with 
the essence of the 1941 
Jeep, a bit cramped but 
off-road ready

Like its famous predecessors, 
the 2014 Jeep Wrangler Sport 
4X4 has more right angles than 
an aluminum garden shed, 
and tight accommodations for 
anything more than two adults 
and their duffle bags. For the 
record, it seats five, but I’m 
thinking the rear-seat people 
have to be well acquainted. 

But that’s what you get 
when you’re careful about not 
diluting the essence of that 
original Jeep, created in 1941 
and made famous during the 
Second World War, and after¬ 
wards, as the world’s first off¬ 
road vehicle. 

The square and flat sheet 
metal ensures its appearance is 
true to those classic Jeeps, and 
the equipment and design is 
still prioritized for off-road use. 

At this juncture in its long 
lifespan, however, a lot of 
people are buying this Jeep 
for use in the urban jungle, 


because of its cool factor and 
distinctive features. That’s how 
I chose to spend my time with 
this particular test vehicle — 
on missions to the inner city. 

With one notable caveat, 
the two-door Jeep Wrangler 
is a surprisingly capable tool 
for negotiating such terrain. 
It’s got the tall-in-the-saddle 
view as afforded by all SUVs, a 
super-tight turning radius, and 
its shortness is great for park¬ 
ing and jockeying for position 
on congested streets. 

It’s got standout looks, and 
its fun factor, which is high to 


start with, can be upped by 
removing the soft top, and/or 
even the doors. 

Wrangler also features a 
veiy modem powertrain — 
the gutsy 3.6-litre V6 with 
24 valves and variable valve 
technology, mated to either a 
six-speed manual or five-speed 
automatic transmission. 

Our “Sport” trim tester had 
the standard six-speed manual. 
At $23,195 (including destina¬ 
tion charges) it’s the least ex¬ 
pensive Jeep Wrangler on offer, 
and features a satisfying blend 
of “just the basics,” including 


roll-up windows, “wash out” 
interior, and of course, the 
part-time 4X4 system, with 
a transfer case that enables 
you to select 2WD High, 4WD 
High, or 4WD Low (the latter 
for going up trees and things). 

The big caveat to using 
this interesting device on 
city streets is a choppy ride 
and lots of body action, cour¬ 
tesy of those heavy and “live” 
front and rear axles, the small 
wheelbase, and the high cen¬ 
tre of gravity. But this edition 
of the Wrangler is quite mod¬ 
em.

Honda’s small-vehicle "gateway” opens wider 

Not to be confused with the now-defunct Chevrolet HHR small deliveiy van/wagon, Honda’s 
upcoming all-new HR-V compact tall wagon will further grow the Japanese automaker’s 
selection of small, efficient vehicles. Built on Honda’s new Celaya, Mexico, flexible assembly 
line alongside the Fit small wagon, both vehicles demonstrate that “good things come in 
small packages,” said Honda Canada official Dave Gardner. The HR-V creates a new market 
segment that, together with the Fit, provides a “gateway” to the Honda brand for first-time 
new vehicle buyers, and long-time brand loyalists. Despite its compact size, Honda credits 
its “spacious interior” to a uniquely designed new centre fuel tank layout. Further details 
about the HR-V will be announced closer to its planned end-of-year launch date. 


Test-bed Audi R8 e-tron “a go” for 
production 

Audi will build the once-cancelled R8 e-tron all¬ 
electric sports car, and says the new car will have an 
optimum400-kilometre range from its fully charged 
batteiy, more than twice the distance the original 
R8 e-tron could travel on a single charge. In fact, the 
automaker also confirmed it was the improved battery 
technology that convinced it to recommit to building 
the R8 e-tron. But there’s a hitch that might call into 
question for some consumers Audi’s commitment to 
electric technology: The car will only be manufactured 
“upon customer request,” reports car news website 
Motor Authority. Audi, however, says it will use the car 
as a test bed to develop electric drivetrains for its more 
affordable, higher-production models.

Engines play big role in 
vehicle climate control

Your car’s climate system 
seems simple enough: turn 
it up for more warmth, turn 
it down to stay cool. But as 
you might expect, what’s 
behind it is much more 
complicated. 

“The heating system uses 
a heat source that warms up 
a liquid, and there’s a fan 
that pours the heat into the 
cabin,” says Hayato Mori, 
senior manager of product 
planning and business de¬ 
velopment for Honda Can¬ 
ada. 

In most cars, that source 
is the engine, which gets so 
hot it has to be cooled down, 
usually to around 95 Cel¬ 
sius. Coolant, a mix of anti¬ 
freeze and water, is pumped 
into the engine to absorb 
the heat. It then flows into 
the radiator, where it cools 
down before recirculating 
into the engine again. 

But on its travels, coolant 
also flows into the heater 
core, which looks like a 
miniature rad and is located 
deep in the dash. When you 
turn on the heater, a fan 
blows across the hot heater 
core, sending this warmed 
air into the cabin. 

A temperature blend 
door, controlled by a 
thermostat, opens or closes 
to direct more or less heat 
into the cabin as needed. If 
full heat isn’t required, an¬ 
other door opens to vent the 
excess outside. 

Air conditioning is even 
more complex. It’s a closed 
system filled with a gas, 
called Freon, that flows 
through and is alternately 


How it works 


• Most cars use engine heat 
to warm the cabin, but 
battery-powered cars and 
some hybrids use electric 
heaters.

Flush 
the cooling system as 
recommended to prevent 
clogging. 


• The heater fan is properly 
called a blower, and looks 
like a hamster wheel. 


subjected to high and low 
pressure. 

This changes it to a very 
cold liquid. It flows into 
the evaporator, a compon¬ 
ent that’s basically the cold 
equivalent of the heater 
core, where a fan blows over 
it to send cool air into the 
cabin. The Freon then be¬ 
comes a gas again, and the 
process starts all over. 

In hot weather, you’ll 
often see water dripping 
under your car. It’s conden¬ 
sation from the cold air-con¬ 
ditioning components, and 
nothing to worry about. But 
get your vehicle checked if 
you see coloured liquid — 
usually green or yellow — 
which means you’re losing 
coolant. 

“There’s a lot of plumb¬ 
ing involved, and a tiny hole 
anywhere will bring down 
the whole system, so it’s im¬ 
portant to get this checked 
according to the vehicle’s 
maintenance schedule,” 
Mori says. 

An air conditioning leak 
will simply leave you sweat¬ 
ing in hot weather, but a 
coolant leak could lead to 
overheating and potential 
engine damage.

Vehicular self-awareness was 
once the stuff of science fic¬ 
tion TV shows and movies — 
but today, more vehicles than 
ever are shipping with safety 
features powered by camera 
and radar technology that lets 
cars, crossovers and trucks 
continually see, analyze and 
monitor their surroundings 
for signs of hazards. 

As the technology required 
to drive these advanced safety 
systems becomes less expen¬ 
sive, more and more afford¬ 
able cars than ever are offering 
them up to Canadian shop¬ 
pers. Once reserved exclusive¬ 
ly for high-dollar luxuiy flag¬ 
ships, you’ll find some of the 
auto industiy’s latest outward¬ 
looking safety technologies on 
your next affordable ride. 

Here’s a closer look at some 
of the most quickly spreading 
hazard-detection systems. 

Blind Spot Monitoring 
(BSM): Using radar or a camera 
integrated within the vehicle’s 
body, BSM can warn the driver 
of unseen vehicles in their 
blind spot. If a potentially 
unseen vehicle is detected, a 
visual warning on the rear¬ 
view mirrors is activated as a 
notice to double-check before 
changing lanes. If drivers ig¬ 
nore the warning and signal a 
lane change, an audible chime 
or flashing light provides fur¬ 
ther identification of the haz¬ 
ard. In certain situations, this

system could prevent a serious 
accident. 

Rear Cross Path Detec¬ 
tion: This hazard detection 
system blasts radar from the 
rear comers of the vehicle 
down the laneway or road 
drivers are reversing into, in 
search of approaching traffic 
that the driver may not see. Es¬ 
pecially handy when reversing 
out past a building, snowbank 
or other obstacle, the system 
can alert drivers that another 
vehicle is approaching, and 
the direction it’s coming from, 
so they can take corrective ac¬ 
tion. 

Moving Object Detection 
(MOD): Advancing on the stan¬ 
dard backup camera system 
found in many vehicles, MOD 
actively scans the camera im¬ 
age for signs of movement as 
drivers back up. Should a mov¬ 
ing object cross the vehicle’s 
path in reverse, a warning can 
be sounded, possibly followed 
by automatic braking to pre¬ 
vent an impact. 

Lane Departure Warning: 
A camera, typically mounted 
to the inside of the windshield, 
powers this hazard-detection 
system which constantly 
analyzes the position of the 
vehicle relative to the lane 
markings on the road. Using 
information collected by this 
camera, the Lane Departure 
Warning system recognizes 
when the vehicle leaves its 
lane without turn signal acti¬ 
vation, and sounds an alarm 
as a warning for drivers to 
get back into their lane. Some 
models can even automatic¬ 
ally steer the vehicle back to¬ 
wards the centre of their lane. 

Pre-Collision System: Util¬ 
izing forward-facing radar or 
cameras in the front of the 
model in question, your next 
ride may actively “watch” the 
area ahead of it while you 
drive, seeking out signs of 
trouble. A Pre-Collision sys¬ 
tem constantly observes your 
vehicle’s speed, the distance to 
the next vehicle in traffic, and 
several other factors to calcu¬ 
late the likelihood of a colli¬ 
sion. If the risk of a collision is 
high, the system can alert the 
driver with audible or visual 
warnings, or even pre-charge 
the braking system and tight¬ 
en vehicle seatbelts ahead of 
an impact.
